REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Durham,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Assembled  in  Town  Meeting,  March  13, 
1945: 
Your  Budget  Committee  presents  for  your  action 

the  report  as  published  in  the  Town  Report  (page  17) . 

The  following  comments  may  help  to  understand  the 

several  changes  that  appear  in  comparison  with  the 

budget  of  the  previous  year. 

(a)  The  item  "Bonds  and  Insurance"  has  been 
removed  and  the  moneys  necessary  have  been  added  to 
the  several  other  items  where  they  belong.  This  is  to 
conform  with  good  practice  in  bookkeeping. 

(b)  The  "Fire  Department"  item  increase  pro- 
vides, for  the  first  time,  accident  insurance  on  those 
people  serving  this  department.  Besides  the  usual 
hose  purchases  it  provides  for  a  portable  electric  light 
plant  and  additional  smoke  masks. 

(c)  The  "Library"  appropriation  matches  the 
funds  allocated  for  the  children's  room  by  the  Univer- 
sity. 

(d)  The  "Capital  Reserves"  item  would  add  to 
the  $2,000.00  already  raised  last  year  to  be  used  for 
hydrant  line  extensions  after  the  war. 

(e)  The  "Town  Road  Aid"  item  would  allow  us 
to  receive  $1,772.18  from  the  State  to  be  used  by  the 
highway  department  on  Class  V  roads. 

This  budget  and  that  recommended  for  school  dis- 
trict affairs  will  probably  cause  the  tax  rate  to  increase 
around  $1.25  per  thousand.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


The  year  1945  saw  the  Durham  Cemetery  getting 
back  to  normalcy.  Three  lots  were  sold  and  completed 
payment  was  made  on  one  other. 

The  expenses,  however,  were  higher  than  for  sev- 
eral years.

REPORT  OF  THE  HAMILTON  SMITH  LIBRARY 


31  January,  1946. 

To  the  Townspeople  of  Durham  : 

The  $500.00  appropriation  made  by  the  town  for  the 
library  at  the  last  annual  meeting  has  borne  fruit  in 
the  Charlotte  Thompson  Room.  The  books  for  the 
children  are  now  in  good  condition,  and  it  is  possible 
to  remove  immediately  those  that  become  too  worn, 
and  to  rebind  or  replace  them.  The  heavy  use  made 
of  the  library  by  the  teachers  and  children  of  the  Dur- 
ham School  continues  to  be  a  matter  for  congratula- 
tion. 

The  good  work  done  by  Miss  Jennie  D.  Lindquist, 
both  through  direct  contacts  and  on  the  radio,  will  be 
greatly  missed.  Miss  Lindquist  resigned  in  January  to 
go  to  the  Albany,  New  York,  Public  Library  as  head  of 
the  children's  department.  Miss  Margaret  Owen  will 
take  over  the  selection  of  books  for  the  Charlotte 
Thompson  Room. 

In  September  library  hours  were  changed:  the 
building  is  now  open,  during  the  school  year,  from  8 
A.  M.  to  10  P.  M.,  six  days  a  week,  and  from  2  to  10 
P.  M.  on  Sundays.  Art  Division  hours  (where  ex- 
hibits are  shown)  are  10-12,  2-5,  7-9  week  days,  and 
2-5,  7-9  Sundays.  During  vacation  periods  the  library 
hours  remain  as  formerly,  8-5  week  days,  closed  Sun- 
days. 

It  has  been  necessary,  because  of  their  heavy  use, 
to  limit  the  use  of  magazines  to  consultation  within 
the  building. 
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The  number  of  books  borrowed  during  the  year, 
exclusive  of  those  reserved  for  students,  was  41,140. 
During  the  year  6,758  books  were  added  to  the  Hamil- 
ton Smith  Library.  Of  these,  226  were  bought  from 
the  Durham  Library  Association  funds,  and  143  from 
town  funds.  The  Durham  Library  Association  books 
on  January  1  totaled  11,875;  and  the  Town  of  Durham 
Library  3,592.  Three  hundred  and  seventy-one  books 
had  been  discarded  from  the  former  collection  and  260 
from  the  latter.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DURHAM,  N.  H., 

SEWER  COMMISSION 


February  13,  1946. 

The  commission  has  had  several  meetings  this  year 
at  which  the  main  topic  of  discussion  was  the  feasibil- 
ity of  extending  to  a  very  great  extent,  the  existing 
Town  sewers  (all  at  one  time) .  This  would  necessitate 
the  expenditure  of  a  sum  of  money  well  in  excess  of 
the  Town's  normal  borrowing  capacity. 

The  project  is  possible  in  cooperation  with  the 
University.  By  sharing  the  costs  of  maintenance  and 
alterations  and/or  additions  to  the  treatment  plant 
and  collecting  mains,  the  problem  could  be  solved. 
Consultation  with  legal  counsel  revealed  that  there 
would  be  no  legal  objection. 

The  opportunity  to  do  this  project  is  now  before  the 
voters  (see  warrant).  Please  give  this  matter  your 
most  thoughtful  consideration.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  TOWN 

IMPROVEMENTS 


February  18,  1946. 

For  the  year  1946  the  committee  makes  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  to  the  Selectmen  and  Budget 
Committee: 

(1)  The  extension  of  Edgewood  Road  from  its 
present  ending  to  Main  Street.  The  completion  of  this 
street  makes  possible  better  fire  protection  for  the 
western  section  of  the  Town.  The  future  housing  de- 
velopment in  this  area  will  further  intensify  this  need. 

(2)  To  set  aside  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  this  year 
(1946) ,  to  be  added  to  the  fund  earmarked  for  hydrant 
line  extension.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the 
Town  use  some  of  the  earmarked  funds  to  add  to  the 
proposed  University  water  line,  to  be  laid  on  Mill  Road 
to  supply  water  and  fire  protection  to  the  new  dormi- 
tories and  the  proposed  housing  development,  an  ex- 
tension to  the  south  boundary  of  the  T.  B.  Charles 
(Hoitt)  property,  approximately  200  feet;  and  hy- 
drants to  be  placed  at  the  end  of  this  extension,  and 
on  the  proposed  new  housing  project.  This  follows  the 
recommendations  as  to  priority  as  outlined  in  previous 
town  reports. 

(3)  Due  to  serious  traffic  congestion  on  Main 
Street  from  Ballard  Street  to  Madbury  Road,  that  this 
portion  of  the  street  be  widened.  The  matter  of  a 
survey  has  been  taken  up  with  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment. 

(4)  A  fund  adequate  for  the  Sewer  Commission 
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to  employ  a  competent  legal  engineering  firm  to  pre- 
pare the  legal  and  financial  basis  for  cooperation  be- 
tween the  Town  of  Durham  and  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  the  physical  plans  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  a  suitable  sewerage  system  for  the 
community. 

(a)  Legal  and  financial  arrangements:  The  co- 
operative arrangement  between  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  and  the  Town  of  Durham  for  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance,  replacement  and  operation  of  a 
sewerage  system  adequate  for  the  community;  provi- 
sion for  periodic  review  of  this  agreement;  disposal 
of  privately  owned  lines;  individual  rights  of  way; 
present  sewerage  contracts  with  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire;  assessment  of  costs  to  residents;  to 
those  out  of  the  area  served. 

(b)  Physical  aspects.  The  location  of  sewer 
lines ;  size,  etc. ;  difficulties  of  construction  because  of 
rock  ledge,  grades;  pumping  stations;  storm  water 
disposal ;  sewage  treatment. 

The  results  of  this  study  should  provide  the  town 
with  necessary  information  on  the  cost  and  operation- 
al details  in  advance  of  construction  of  an  adequate 
sewerage  system.

PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES  —  IT  PAYS 


An  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned 
over  by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year,  de- 
stroying many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  property  of 
all  description.  It  costs  many  additional  thousands  of 
dollars  and  requires  valuable  man  hours,  taken  from 
other  essential  work,  to  extinguish  them.  Those  losses 
affect  the  personal  fortunes  of  the  owners  and  town  and 
state  economies.    Everyone  loses  because  of  them. 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveal  the  fact  that  more 
than  98  per  cent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the 
result  of  human  carelessness  and  are  preventable. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past 
few  years.  Favorable  fire  weather  and  war  time  re- 
strictions on  travel  which  kept  people  off  the  highways 
and  out  of  the  woods  have  aided  materially  in  reducing 
fire  risks,  keeping  fires  fewer  and  fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel 
freely.  Their  love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the 
woods  will  bring  them  out  in  ever  increasing  numbers. 
This  will  step  up  fire  risks  materially.  The  accelerat- 
ed cutting  of  the  war  years  has  resulted  in  additional 
thousands  of  slash  acres.  These  factors,  combined 
with  a  possible  dry  season  and  human  carelessness 
could  easily  produce  a  catastrophe.  Everyone  must, 
consequently,  be  on  their  guard.     They  should — 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  or  when  smoking  in  or  near 
woodlands. 

2.  Cooperate  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  and 
his  deputies  by 
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a.  Abiding  cheefully  with  whatever  restric- 
tions it  may  be  necessary  to  impose.  They 
are  intended  only  to  be  helpful. 

b.  Securing  permits  to  burn  debris  when  the 
ground  is  ont  covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that  others  comply  with  require- 
ments. 

d.  Promptly  coming  to  the  warden's  assist- 
ance when  needed. 

If  these  few  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it 
'will  be  possible  to  PREVENT  a  large  proportion  of 
FOREST  FIRES  from  starting  —  that  PAYS !

A  physical  examination  was  given  the  pupils  of 
Grades  1,  5,  and  8  by  Dr.  Anna  Rudd  and  Dr.  George 
McGregor. 

The  audiometer  was  used  to  give  the  hearing  test 
to  175  children.  Three  were  found  to  have  defective 
hearing.     All  three  are  now  receiving  treatment. 

Sixty-nine  Tuberculosis  Patch  Tests  were  made. 
Sixty-four  cases  were  negative.  Five  showed  slight 
reactions.  These  pupils  consulted  their  physicians, 
and  all  cases  proved  inactive.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Durham  : 

This  is  my  seventeenth  annual  report.  As  usual  the 
statistics  given  are  in  full  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1945,  while  remarks  made  may  cover  the  cur- 
rent year. 

With  the  exception  of  one  change,  the  teaching 
force  remained  the  same.  Mrs.  Ethel  Bartlett  Wood 
resigned  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  was  succeeded 
in  Grade  V  by  Viola  Weymouth,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers'  College  with  the  B.  E.  degree. 

We  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Dor- 
othea S.  Martin,  a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts 
School  of  Art,  as  Instructor  in  Art.  The  work  in  Man- 
ual Training  is  continued  at  the  Shops  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Wesley  Brett. 

Most  of  those  who  read  this  report  will  not  have  to 
be  told  that  the  teacher  situation  in  this  country  con- 
tinues to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  our  own  State  condi- 
tions are  better  than  in  many  others,  but  we  have  a 
considerable  number  of  teachers  with  "War  Emer- 
gency" permits,  which  means  that  they  lack  the  neces- 
sary qualifications  needed  to  secure  regular  certificates 
to  teach. 

All  teachers  in  Durham  are  regularly  certified  and 
can  teach  in  "progressive"  schools. 

Mrs.  Maud  Wilbur  continues  as  teacher  of  handi- 
capped pupils  in  the  home.  At  present  we  have  only 
one  pupil. 
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There  are  four  pupils  attending  our  schools  from 
Madbury  and  one  from  Lee.  The  tuition  is  paid  by 
the  parents  at  the  rate  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for 
Grades  I  through  VI  and  sixty-five  ($65)  dollars  for 
Grades  VII  and  VIII. 

Durham  is  paying  tuition  for  one  elementary  pupil 
at  Newfields  and  two  at  Newmarket.  High  School 
tuition  is  being  paid  for  six  pupils  at  Newmarket ;  two 
in  Grade  IX;  two  in  Grade  X;  one  in  Grade  XT;  and 
one  in  Grade  XII.  There  is  one  pupil  in  Sanborn  Sem- 
inary, Grade  XII ;  one  at  Austin  Cate,  Grade  IX.  At 
Dover  there  are  53  High  School  pupils  as  follows, 
Grade  IX,  20;  Grade  X,  11;  Grade  XI,  13;  Grade  XII, 
9. 

No  time  has  been  lost  because  of  war  drives,  al- 
though the  school  has  been  very  active  in  buying  War 
Stamps  and  Bonds.  A  total  of  $1,132.50  was  invested 
by  the  school  children  in  1944-45.  Children  from  our 
school  to  the  number  of  34  participated. 

We  regret  that  no  meetings  of  the  State  or  County 
Teachers  Associations  have  been  held.  Your  teachers 
were  granted  a  visiting  day  early  in  the  year,  and  from 
their  reports,  I  know  that  the  visits  were  worthwhile. 
Visiting  has  been  done  more  freely  this  year  than  dur- 
ing the  war,  and  your  schools  have  had  more  than  their 
share  of  visiting  teachers. 

Your  superintendent  attended  the  October  Confer- 
ence of  Educational  Leaders  of  New  England  and  the 
meeting  of  the  New  England  Superintendents  Asso- 
ciation held  in  Boston  in  November.  Miss  Smith  is  a 
valued  member  of  the  Educational  Council  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  your  superintendent  has  held  mem- 
bership in  the  same  organization  for  thirteen  years 
and  never  missed  a  meeting. 

The  last  session  of  the  General  Court  made  avail- 
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able  a  good  Teachers  Retirement  System.  This  re- 
quires each  teacher  who  joins  to  pay  into  the  System  a 
certain  percentage  of  her  salary,  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  ($100)  dollars.  The  School  District  must 
also  contribute  a  certain  per  cent  which  has  been  set 
this  year  at  four  per  cent.  This  System  should  be  wel- 
comed by  all  School  Districts,  as  it  will  enable  them 
to  retire  elderly  teachers  without  it  being  too  much  of 
a  burden  on  the  taxpayers.  Until  this  bill  was  passed, 
some  teachers  were  being  retained  beyond  their  years 
of  usefulness,  because  it  was  feared  that  they  would  be 
"out  in  the  cold"  if  retired  without  any  security. 

The  medical  examination  of  pupils  in  Grades  I,  V, 
and  VIII  is  continued  this  year.  At  the  time  of  writ- 
ing, a  diphtheria  clinic  has  just  been  held.  No  out- 
break of  a  contagious  disease  has  occurred  as  you  will 
note  from  the  Report  of  the  School  Nurse. 

The  noon  time  hot  lunch  was  late  in  starting  this 
year  because  of  the  difficulty  of  securing  help  in  its 
preparation.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Fogg  is  now  preparing 
one  hot  dish  each  day,  and  milk  at  2  cents  a  half-pint 
has  been  secured  from  the  University  Dairy.  This 
milk  may  be  had  by  all.  The  lunch  is  Federally  aided 
by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Office  of  Supply 
and  an  additional  2  cents  per  bottle  is  paid  to  the 
distributor.  | 

All  so-called  "Defense  Programs"  have  been  dis- 
continued, and  your  superintendent  has  been  relieved 
of  their  supervision.  The  schooling  of  returning  vet- 
erans will  not  affect  the  Durham  schools,  although  we 
expect  to  see  changes  in  teaching  methods  and  materi- 
als because  of  what  has  been  learned  by  experience 
during  the  war. 

I  am  leaving  the  discussion  regarding  a  High 
School  in  Durham  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  special  meeting  of  the  School  District. 
This  Committee  has  made  an  exhaustive  study,  and  it 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

The  citizens  of  Durham  have  shown  continued  in- 
terest in  their  schools,  and  we  wish  to  thank  those  who 
have  shown  appreciation  by  kind  words  and  acts  to 
the  teachers  and  superintendent.
